Very large hailstones reported occasionally 


It is difficult to confirm 
some of the very large hail- 
stones that are reported 
from time totime, For many 
years the lergest authen- 
ticated stones were those 
that fellin Potter, Nebraska, 
back in 1928, They weighed 
1 1/2 pounds and had a dia- 
meter of about five inches, 

This record was shattered 
last September when astone 
weighing 1 lb, 10 oz, fell 
near Coffeyville in Kansas, 
The stones were quite 
smooth on one side and had 
long knobs or protuberances 
on the other side so it is 
very difficult to give amean- 
ingful diameter. 

The longest dimension 
across the biggest stone was 
about six inches, Several of 
the largest stones were coll- 
ected and shipped to the 
National Centre for Atmos- 
pheric Research where 
plaster cast models were 
made before the stones were 
cut open and analyzed, 

A very exceptional com- 
bination of strong updrafts 


and high water content must 
have existed inside the hail- 
storm to produce such large 
stones, The stormtops were 
up to 60,000 feet or a height 
of 12 miles, some three to 
four miles higher than the 
most severe storms in Alb- 
erta, 

The largest stones obtain- 
ed in Alberta for laboratory 
Study by the Alberta Hail 
Studies project were collec- 
ted near Cremona last July, 
They were almost spherical 
with a diameter of just over 
three inches, and weighed 
about 1/2 pound, It is of 
course quite possible that 
larger stones than this may 
have fallen in Alberta at 
some time, 

Clean samples of freshly 
collected, and immediately 
frozen, hailstones are hard 
to come by.

Built on the south side of 
the Terrace building, on the 

_ Legislative grounds, the 
multi-level arrangement of 
greenhouses, root cellar, 
potting shed, cold rooms 
and storage areas are hous- 
ed inasingle, self-contained 
building whose large ex- 
panse of glass takes advan- 
tage of the sharp southern 
Slope of the ground to pro- 
vide plants with the maxi- 
mum amount of sunlight. 

Designed by the depart- 
ment’s architectural staff, 
the 13,450 square foot mod-

The greenhouse is open 
for visitors from 9 a,m, to 
sundown, seven days each 
week, from May 1 to Sep- 
tember 30, 

About a quarter of a mille 
ion plants of various kinds 
are grown in the greenhouse 
every year, including over 
176,000 bedding plants 
grown from seed for trans- 
planting into the flowerbeds 
beautifying the grounds of 
provincial buildings all over 
Alberta, 

Besides growing plants 
from seed, about 25,000 pot- 
ted plants, including many 
varieties of tropical and 
plants, are raised 
every year for the decora- 
tion of government build- 
ings and offices, 

The greenhouse come 
prises four individual grow- 
ing rooms on two levels, 
These rooms. provide a 
workable bench area of app- 
roximately 5,800 square 
feet, with automatically con- 
trolled temperature and 
humidity, 

Heat is provided by steam 
from the nearby power- 
house, A large elevator car- 
ries soil and other essential 
materials to the various 


floors and to a potting area 
which is readily accessible 
to other areas. 

On the lower floor, a cold 
room, with acontrolled tem- 
perature of 40 degrees F., 
provides storage space of 
approximately 600 square 
feet for bulbs, corms, tubers 
and cut flowers. 

Visitors may enter the 
greenhouse by the west door 
of the upper floor into a

small but comprehensive 
conservatory. The conser- 
vatory contains a display 
of house and tropical plants 
which is maintained 
throughout the year, 

All of the plants are 
named and many have an 
interesting history, 

The horticulturist on duty 
is pleased to provide in- 
formation to anyone on any 
item of interest inthe green- 
house,

past, present or future.’’ 

Then Anne Sullivan led her 
to a Well-house, Holding one 
of Helen’s hands under the 
running pump, Anne Sulli- 
van spelled out the word 
W-a-t-e-r in the palm of 
the other, 

“T knew then that water 
meant the wonderful cool 
something that was flowing 
over my hand,’’ wrote Helen 
Keller, “The living word 
awakened my soul, gave it 
light, hope, joy, setitfree!’’ 

We all know that from that 
moment on Helen Keller 
moved out from being “lost 
in the dark,’ from inability 
to give or receive love, into 
a world in which she spent 
all her days in loving, and 
in guiding and in helping 
others, 

It is very likely that with- 
out Anne Sullivan’s deep une 
derstanding, supervision 
and teaching, that Helen Kel-
